PHAENOMERIDIDAE OHAUS, 1913, AND PHAENOMERINA FAUST, 
189S (INSECTA, COLEOPTERA) ; ADDITION TO THE OFFICIAL LIST 

RULING.—(1) The following generic names are hereby placed on the 
Official List of Generic Names in Zoology with the Name Numbers specified : 

(a) Phaenomeris Hope, 1833 (gender : feminine), type-species, by monotypy, 

Phaenomeris magnijica Hope, 1833 (Name No. 1457); 

(b) Phaenomerus Schonherr, 1836 (gender : masculine), type-species, by 

original designation, Phaenomerus suncleivalli Boheman in Schonherr, 

1836 (Name No. 1458). 

(2) The following specific names are hereby placed on the Official List of 
Specific Names in Zoology with the Name Numbers specified : 

(a) magnijica Hope, 1833, as published in the binomen Phaenomeris magnijica 

(type-species of Phaenomeris Hope, 1833) (Name No. 1782);

Phaenomerus sundewalli (type-species of Phaenomerus Schonherr, 

1836) (Name No. 1783).

HISTORY OF THE CASE (Z.N.(S.) 1405) 

The present case was jointly submitted to the Office of the Commission 
in April 1959 by Mr. R. T. Thompson and Mr. R. D. Pope. An application 
was drafted and w’as sent to the printer on 14 July 1959 and w r as published 
on 8 April 1960 in Bull . zool. Nomencl. 17 : 255-256. No objection was received. 

DECISION OF THE COMMISSION 

On 1 May 1961 the Members of the Commission were invited to vote under 
the Three-Month Rule on Voting Paper (61)10 either for or against the proposals 
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set out in Bull. zool. Nomencl. 17 : 256. At the close of the voting period on 
1 August 1961 the state of the voting was as follows :
